Reformers Now After Tobacco. 


When shortly after, the ratification of the prohibition amend- 


ment to the constitution it was rumored Dial there would sooii 
Lie on fool a movement for prohibiting the growth, sale and 
use of tobacco thc report was received in many quarters witti 
incredulity. It was felt that •such an undertaking would be 
"preposterous, and mqst people believed that the rumor was ; 
mere outgrowth of the campaign against the manufacture and 
sale of alcoholic liquors. 


But it seems that (here is more to it, so much more thai a 


league to fight the movement has been organized. This is to 
be known as the Allied Tobacco League of America, which 
\yill have headquarters in Cincinnati, and it is expected there 
will be branches in several other leading cities. 
The league 


has already been incorporated under Ihe laws of Kentucky, the 
greatest tobacco growing stale in the country, and officers 
have been elected. The league was organized by the Associa- 
tion Opposed to National Prohibition, which in a published 
statement says in part: "Unlike the various and multitudinous 
efforts made to combat the earlier and pernicious activities of 
Ihe Anti-Salp,on League, .which were .fruitless to prevent .the 
iSth, or prohibition, amendment, the Allied Tobacco League 
of America will profit by llw experience of others and will meet 
Hie campaign for an anti-tobacco constitutional amendment 
on equal grounds and with'full preparedness." 


This indicates .that the country is in for another campaign 


for the regulation of the habils of individuals. "Demon Rum" 
having been 'disposed of,' tlie, next attack is to be directed 
against tobacco in an endeavor lo make its growth or sale 
illegal. lu other words, those who will not quit the use of 
tobacco voluntarily must be •made lo give it up by others who 
know whal-is for (heir good better '(ban they do themselves. 


According to the AlliedToljacco League this campaign is lo 


be waged under the auspices of Ihe Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union, which, it is said, will follow a program'similar 
lo lhal of the Anti.-SalOon League in its earlier work. 
It is 


said that at first thc campaign will nof be pressed in the to- 
bacco growing states, where opposilion would be prompl and 
vigorous, bnt in slates where the people Arc not particularly 
interested in Ihe growth and manufacture of tobacco. In time 
Ihe field of operations would be enlarged in Ihe hope of ulti- 
mately securing an amendment lo Hie constitution nuking 
the production of tobacco, and consequently its use, impossi- 
ble without violating the law of the land. 


This goes to show that "reform," like appetite, grows by 


whal it feeds on. Even beforetbnstitulional prohibition goes 
into ell'ect a movement is slarted-for (he annihilalion of lobac- 
co, and if this should succeed ,110 one can tell where thc ncxl 
blow will fall. H would be foolish to imagine that (hose who 
feel il incumbent upon them lo regulate the personal habits of 
the people would stop with thc wiping oul of alcohol and 
tobacco. 
' 


For this reason it will be well for (hose not in sympathy with 


the anti-tobacco campaign to get their bearings early and re- 
solve with Hie Allied Tobacco League to "profit by the ex- 
perience of Bothers." 


While it is generally hoped that there will be no recurrence 


of influenza it will be well, in view of the experiences of last 
year, for all to exercise due care with reference to (heir health 
at this time. .The medical authorities here and elsewhere are 
on the lookout, and proper care on the part of the people will 
greatly aid them in their efforts; lo forestall another possible 
emergency.

if they are supported by the men of the city as they should -be. 
The suppers will be followed by discussions of matters of local 
inlcresl, in which all are asked to take part, and there should 
Ire a heaVfy response lo the generous invitation.
